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Former butcher’s could become ‘micropub’

THERE are plans to turn an empty shop 
unit in Seaton town centre into a micro¬ 
pub, with a change of use planning appli¬ 
cation having been submitted for the 
former Lloyd Maunder butchers prem¬ 
ises in Queen Street. 

Applicant Gary Millar, from Whitstable in 
Kent, describes a micropub as “not a standard 
pub but more like a traditional ale house for a 
comparatively small number of customers”. 

In his application he said: “Focus will be on 
real ale and farmhouse cider, but also wines 
and spirits (with mixers only) and non-alco¬ 
holic beverages. 

“There will be no irresponsible drinks promo¬ 
tions such as 2 for 1, and pre-mixed alcopops ap¬ 
pealing to younger people will not be sold. I will 
also offer traditional pub food and snacks. 

“No amplified music will be played. No ser¬ 
vice bar will be built. Customers’ orders will be 
taken on the shop floor and drinks served to 
hand. Only the front room will be used for pub¬ 
lic consumption, which at 29.2 square metres 
strictly limits the amount of customers that can 
be entertained.” 

In addition, there are plans for the outside 
area to be used for seating during daylight 
hours. 

Mr Millar, who already runs a micropub 
called The Handsome Sam in Whitstable, said 
the equivalent of two full time jobs (one full¬ 
time and two part-time) would be created. 

He said: “It should feel like a small country 
pub despite its town centre location, meaning 
it will be attractive to discerning drinkers out 
for a quiet pint or two. I expect my micropub to 
appeal to more mature customers who are sen¬ 
sible about drinking.” 

The opening hours listed in the application 


are 9am-11.30pm (Monday-Saturday) and 12noon 
-11pm on Sundays. 

But, in another section of the application, Mr 
Millar says the micropub would only trade in 
busy periods. 

Mr Millar explained: “Most micropubs trade 
during lunchtime and in the evening and close 
during quiet periods. The licencing application 
addresses steps to prevent crime, disorder and 
public nuisance.” 

But there is some concern in the community. 
At the time of writing, four members of the pub¬ 
lic had made formal submissions to East Devon 
District Council as part of the planning process 
(three against the proposal and one in favour). 

There is a fear of noise and anti-social be¬ 
haviour, with one resident saying: “All the 
neighbours have genuine worries and con¬ 
cerns. We do not believe Seaton is the right lo¬ 
cation for a venture like this, especially 
backing on to a residential area, with predomi¬ 
nantly older residents. 

“Obviously, we are very anxious about this 
proposal as we dread the disruption to our com¬ 
munity.” 

Another one said: “Having a micropub does 
not respect local context and is out of character 
of Queen Street. There are a number of shops 
and a lot of residential homes on and near this 
street. 

“The proposal would demonstrably harm the 
amenities enjoyed by local residents, in partic¬ 
ular the privacy and the right to enjoy a quiet 
and safe residential environment. 

“The hours of opening proposed would mean 
a lot of noise, particularly at the closing time.” 

But a third resident told EDDC: “I am so glad 
someone has chosen Seaton to open a mi¬ 
cropub. When pubs are closing at two to three 
per day, how wonderful when a new one is pro¬ 
posed. 

“Having been to many micropubs around the 
country it will be a breath of fresh air (ale) to 


have one local. These are great places to meet 
new people and have a well kept beer without 
music, pool tables, etc. 

“These places are a haven, there are a lot of 
people who have given up on the usual pubs 
and this is what we need. Good luck with the 
plans and I will be there when its open. 

“I hope and trust that the council and local 
community get behind this project and give 
their full support.” 


In terms of councils and public bodies, only 
EDDC’s Environmental Health department has 
made formal comment so far, recommending 
that the outside area should not be used for 
drinking or seating at anytime.” 

The application will appear on an agenda of 
Seaton Town Council’s planning committee in 
the near future. The committee will make a rec¬ 
ommendation to EDDC, which will make a de¬ 
cision in due course.

As of September 2016, less than two per cent 
of the UK public use credit unions, and Ms 
Simpson added that more awareness of alterna¬ 
tive finance is key to empower individuals with 
increased support and options: “Credit unions 
have a history of giving people access to fair fi¬ 
nance. 

“For many financially excluded people, their 
options are limited, and are often forced to ap¬ 
proach pay day lenders to be able to pay for ne¬ 
cessities such as school uniforms or car 
repairs. 

“Often it is credit unions who work with ex¬ 
cluded individuals and debt management char¬ 
ities to provide solutions to get people back on 
their feet and improve their credit rating - 
which is essential to register for basic services 


such as mobile phone contracts or utility bills. 

“This documentary helps support the credit 
union movement, and we warmly welcome the 
exposure”.

nary treatment and care when they need it.” 

Magistrates also ordered Grigg to carry out 80 
hours of unpaid work and pay £385 in costs, a 
£300 fine and a £85 victim surcharge. 

Hannah Bryer, head of welfare at The Donkey 
Sanctuary, said: “Owning donkeys can be a 
hugely rewarding experience and a wonderful 
privilege, however they require caring and 
compassionate management to ensure they 
lead healthy and enriched lives. 

“We would encourage anyone who currently 
owns or is thinking about acquiring donkeys, 
to seek advice on how to best meet their welfare 
needs before taking on the commitment. 

“Sadly when our donkey welfare adviser first 
saw the five donkeys in this case it was obvious 
that they were in need of immediate veterinary 
care. 

“Some had significantly overgrown hooves, 
whilst another had suffered a wound to its leg 
and shoulder which was affecting its ability to 
walk. 

“Following specialist veterinary treatment 
and investigative tests, the condition of two of 
the donkeys was such that sadly euthanasia 
was considered the most humane treatment op¬ 
tion. 

“Happily with the support of our vets, farriers 
and farm staff, the other three donkeys have 
made a good recovery and are living among 
other donkeys at one of our sanctuaries. 

“We are grateful to the combined efforts of the 
RSPCA, Devon and Cornwall Police and St 
David’s Vets in investigating this case and we 
are happy to provide a safe and secure future 
for the three donkeys now in our care.”

Talk on Passchendaele 
Beer’s Congregational Hall 


THE experiences of a junior officer on the 
Western Front during the First World War will 
be the subject of a forthcoming talk organised 
by the newly-formed Beer branch of the Royal 
British Legion. 

Huntly Gordon was a young officer in the 
Royal Field Artillery who arrived at Ypres just 
before the Battle of Passchendaele, and served

This will be only two days before the cente¬ 
nary of the end of the Third Battle of Ypres 
(often known as Passchendaele), which began 
on July 31st 1917 and lasted until November 
10th. 

Four men from Beer were killed at Passchen¬ 
daele, and another was wounded and won the 
Military Cross. 

This event will help to convey the terrible 
conditions in which they fought. 

Admission to the talk will be free, with dona¬ 
tions if desired, to the Beer branch of the Royal 
British Legion.

Activists at 'Stop Brexit' rally 


PEOPLE from across Devon 
joined thousands of others 
from all over the South West for 
a Stop Brexit rally in Bristol re¬ 
cently. 

Many were not previously in¬ 
volved in politics but were "mo¬ 
tivated by a deep unease that 
Brexit could be a tragic act of 


national self-harm," joined Dev¬ 
on for Europe, a cross-party 
campaign group committed to 
keeping the UK in the EU. 

The gathering in Bristol 
brought together similar organ¬ 
isations from the South West's 
European Parliament constitu¬ 
ency, while parallel rallies were 


held in the other UK regions. 

Speakers at the Bristol rally in¬ 
cluded members of all major 
political parties, and highlight¬ 
ed dangers to jobs, the NHS 
and scientific research, in addi¬ 
tion to political isolation and 
weakness. 

Many expressed an over¬ 
whelming sadness surrounding 
the growth in intolerance to¬ 
wards migrants and the loss of 
a community that had brought 
peace and cultural richness to 
Europe.

MEPs, summarised the mood 
and feelings of the rally when 
she stated that it had become 
clear that the promises of the 
Leave campaign in the Referen¬ 
dum could not be met. 

Consequently, the mantra 
that 'the people have spoken' 
no longer had relevance and 
needed to be replaced with 
'the people want to speak on 
the deal'.

THE names of Job Henry Ada¬ 
ms and John Norfolk Bevan will 
be added to the war memorial 
in Axminster.

British Legion hopes the names

Legion member David Warner 
explained that a number of 
names were missing on the war 
memorial. 

Some of them have their 
names on other war memorials, 
but Messrs Adams and Bevan 
did not. 

Mr Warner praised David 


Knappman of Axminster Her¬ 
itage for meticulous research. 

Job Henry Adams served as a 
Private in The Devonshire Regi¬ 
ment (9th Battalion) and was 
killed in action on July 1st 1916 
in France, and is buried in the 
Serre Road cemetery in Beau- 
mont-Hamel, France. 

He was born in Axminster in 
1875 and his parents were Job 
Adams (a railway labourer) and 
Sarah (nee Beavis). 

The family lived at Widepost 
Lane and later in Musbury 
Road. 

Job Henry married Mary Eliz¬ 
abeth Batstone of Axminster in 


Cardiff in 1896. 

He worked in Cardiff as a 
bricklayer before the family 
moved to north London. 

John Norfolk Bevan served as 
a gunner in The Royal Garrison 
Artillery (106th Siege Battery) 
and died on October 4th 1916 
in France, being buried in 
Longuenesse (St Omer) Sou¬ 
venir Cemetery. 

John was born in Axminster in 
1897 and his parents were 
Axminster Workhouse master 
John Bevan and workhouse 
matron Ada (nee Norfolk). 

The family lived in Axminster 
until at least 1906.

We need investment in public services 


■ AT THE recent meeting at 
EDDC to discuss censuring Paul 
Diviani, a heart-rending speech 
was delivered by a previously life¬ 
long Conservative voter. 

He could not support his party’s 
action against local hospitals, and 
he felt other political parties had 
major failings - so casting him 
into the wilderness of the disen¬ 
franchised.

Instead, it went into buying 
property, so inflating prices be¬ 
yond rational affordability. 

That’s what the free market 
does: maximise return at mini¬ 
mum risk. 

How much better to set up a peo¬ 
ple’s development bank to direct 
investment into our crippled pub¬ 
lic services and benefit the many, 
not the few. 

Nobel prize winning economists 
think it is feasible - what about 
the voters of Seaton.

I also asked the council to write 
directly to the Secretary of State 
for Health to express its dissatis¬ 
faction with NEW Devon Clinical 


Commissioning Group’s decisions 
and the way they made them. 

Forty Conservatives ganged up 
to vote down both proposals; only 
one, Ian Hall of Axminster, voted 
for my proposal along with 15 In¬ 
dependent, Liberal Democrat, 
Labour and Green members. 

Devon’s Tories seem determined 
to be seen hand in glove with the 
Government and the CCG as they 
cut back the county’s NHS and 
sacrifice hospitals which local 
communities worked so hard to 
build. 

Since they haven’t drawn the 
line over beds, where will the Con¬ 
servatives draw the line? 

We are waiting to hear whether 


the RD&E, who run Seaton, 
Axminster and Honiton hospitals, 
will agree to bring in more out-pa¬ 
tient services to keep all of them 
as thriving health hubs. 

If they don’t, and the CCG call in 
NHS Property Services - who 
have already valued the hospi¬ 
tals - will the local Conservatives 
finally take a stand? 

I will readily work with them if 
they do, but after the experience of 
the last year, I’m not holding my 
breath.

THIS year’s Armistice Day will be 
marked at Marine Theatre in Lyme 
Regis by a big band Remembrance con¬ 
cert on the evening of Saturday, 
November 11th. 

Swing Unlimited Big Band bring 
war-time classics by Glen Miller, 
Count Basie and Duke Ellington back 
to life in “We’ll Meet Again”, a one-off 
concert, with songs by Ella Fitzgerald, 
Frank Sinatra and of course, Vera 
Lynn. 

Swing Unlimited is one of the most 
versatile and entertaining swing 
bands in the south of England. Based 
in Bournemouth, this 17 piece band 
say they’ll play anything “as long as it 
swings”. 

Although Remembrance Day now 
commemorates casualties from all 
wars, it was during the Second World 
War that music - and especially Amer¬ 
ican big band music - helped boost 
morale, providing a distinctive musi¬ 
cal soundtrack to the 1940s. And 


there’s no better place to mark this 
than in Marine Theatre which was 
used as an American forces canteen in 
the build up to D-Day.

Following the tragic news, Axminster’s skate 
park has become a hub for those affected, with 
fundraising becoming an essential tool to use 
in order to turn the sadness and loss of Tom 
into something positive for the future. 


The fundraising began when donations were 
made to the skate park during Tom’s funeral. 
From then on, friends and relatives of Tom 
began a new journey, campaigning for better 
skate facilities for BMX and skateboard riders 
(something Tom loved) and... a dedicated team 
of fundraisers were born. 

The skate park site has been donated by 
Cloakham Lawns, and is not owned by the local 
council, so it is up to fundraisers, the steering 
group and those who skate there to ensure the 
park is maintained and looked after. 

Insurance, small rent to Cloakham and the 
building of the skate park all comes from 
fundraising and so there is a constant need for 
money to be raised at every opportunity to keep 
this hub alive. 

Well-known skate park design and build com¬ 
pany Maverick Industries will be heading up 
the latest design and contracting of the new 
park which organisers are sure will drive all 
ages and abilities from across East Devon to 
enjoy. 

Now officially granted charity status, the next 
step is to put in for planning for a bigger and 
better park.

BBC RADIO 2 A-listed singer song¬ 
writer Kerri Watt has announced her 
first ever headline tour, with 14-dates 
across the UK this November. 

Kicking off on November 2nd in 
Derby, Kerri will be playing in some of 
the UK's biggest towns, including 
shows in Liverpool, Leeds, Birming¬ 
ham, London, Manchester, Exeter, and 
her home town - Glasgow. 

This news comes off the back of 
Kerri's recent single, 'Old School 
Love', her first for her new label East 
West Records (Warners). Whilst con¬ 
tinuing to showcase her knack for 
writing a great hook, 'Old School 
Love,' marked a slight change from 
her previous two singles, the BBC 
Radio 2 play listed 'Long Way Home' 
and 'The Wild'. With a more simple 
production and mellow instrumenta¬ 
tion, it's a love song that as its title 
suggests, plays homage to an old 
school sound. The melody let's Kerri's 
vocal shine, laying bare the 
honest accessible song writ¬ 
ing that has already won her 
an army of loyal fans. 

Over the past year, Kerri 
has been travelling across 
the world, performing and 
writing new material. This in¬ 
cludes a track written and 
recorded with Embrace 
which she recently per¬ 
formed with them at their 
two night opening slot for 
Coldplay at Cardiff's Princi¬ 
pality Stadium - in front of 
74,000 - her biggest audi¬ 
ence yet. 

Kerri's previous success in¬

BBC Radio 2 A-list for her single' Long 
Way Home' and a Radio 2 B-List for 
'The Wild.' She's performed on ITV's 
Weekend Show and STVs Live At Five, 
plus had critical acclaim everywhere 
from the Daily Telegraph, The Inde¬ 
pendent, The Sun, Metro, Daily Star, 
Notion, Glamour Magazine, to Atti¬ 
tude Magazine, Music Week and 
Record of the Day amongst many oth¬ 
ers. She also hit Number 1 on Hype

Nick Drake 


Two shows at the Marine Theatre look at 
the life of the hugely influential folk enigma 


NICK DRAKE may have only recorded 31 songs 
during his short life but - following his suicide 
at the age of 26 - his reknown as one of the most 
cherished folk singers of the early seventies 
has become firmly cemented in the minds of 
subsequent generations. 

At the Marine Theatre in November, there 
are two special events that mark the musi¬ 
cian’s short life; together they tell the tale of a 
musician’s journey from cult figure to folk idol. 

A former BBC soundman at the legendary 


Maida Vale studios, Keith James has played 
over 2000 shows dedicated to the music of Nick 
Drake. Over 15 years Keith has become an am¬ 
bassador for Drake’s music and is known as 
the country’s best interpreter, securing him 
performances at almost every acoustic music 
festival.

ANYONE who enjoyed Bristol’s acclaimed Really 
Classical Relay - a wonderful weekend of classical

Chamber Orchestra. He plays with fellow cellist 
Vladimir Waltham in prize-winning Duo 
Domenico, which has played in the London 
Baroque Festival, York International Early Music 
Festival and many venues across Europe. 

John Crockatt is a professional violinist and vio¬ 
list, specialising in music from the baroque and 
classical eras.

Dynamics at their most beautiful: 

The exterior design 

The exterior design of the A7 Sportback 
is an expression of the new design lan¬ 
guage that Audi introduced with the pro¬ 
logue study and that made its production 
debut in the new Audi A8. With large sur¬ 
faces, sharp edges and taut, athletic lines, 
the A7 conveys dynamism and progres¬ 
siveness from every perspective. 

Up front, the Singleframe grille - wider 
and lower than that of the Audi A8 - the 
narrow headlights, the boldly contoured 
air inlets and the flat front end signal in¬ 
tent. In some versions the light signature 
takes up the subject of digitalisation: 12 
adjacent lighting segments separated by 


narrow intervening spaces evoke associ¬ 
ations with the binary digits 0 and 1. The 
top lighting configuration is the HD Ma¬ 
trix LED headlight with Audi laser light. 

With its long bonnet, long wheelbase 
and short overhangs the A7 Sportback 
looks lean and muscular yet also innately 
elegant. Its key dimensions give more 
than a clue to its character: It is 4,969 mil¬ 
limetres long, has a wheelbase of 2,926 
millimetres and is 1,908 millimetres wide, 
but stands only 1,422 millimetres high. 
Pronounced contours emphasise the 
wheels, which measure up to 21 inches in 
diameter, and reference Audi’s quattro 
genes. These genes determine the propor¬ 
tions of the vehicle’s body. The silhouette 
is defined by the dynamic roofline, which 
drops sharply towards the rear. 

As with the previous model, the tapered 
rear with its long luggage compartment 
lid terminates in a pronounced, curved 
lip from which an integrated spoiler ex¬ 
tends automatically at 74mph and above. 
A flat light strip - a design feature com¬ 
mon to all of Audi’s top models - joins the 
rear lights, whose tail lights are made up 
of 13 vertical segments. When the doors 
are unlocked and again when they are 
locked, fast-moving light animations play 
in the rear lights and in the headlights, 
highlighting the imposing coupe’s dy¬ 


namics while standing still. The progres¬ 
sive exterior design of the new Audi A7 
Sportback is largely devoid of embellish¬ 
ment, and is presented in a choice of 15 
colours, eight of which are new. S line 
models further hone the look through 
modifications to the radiator grille and 
the front air inlets, the sills and the front 
and rear diffusers. They are trimmed in 
gloss black and more strongly sculpted. 

Broad-based electrification 

All A7 Sportback models will be equipped 
with a new mild hybrid system (MHEV) 
for greater comfort and efficiency. With 
the V6 engines, this uses a 48-volt primary 
electrical system. A belt alternator starter 
(BAS) works together with a lithium-ion 
battery and achieves a recuperation per¬ 
formance of up to 12 kW when braking. At 
speeds of between 34 and 99mph, the large 
coupe can coast in freewheeling mode 
with the engine deactivated and then 
restart comfortably via the BAS. 

The start-stop function has been signifi¬ 
cantly expanded and now activates at 
13mph. In combination with the standard 
front camera, the engine is restarted pre- 
dictively while at a standstill as soon as 
the vehicle ahead begins to move. In real- 
world driving, the MHEV technology re¬ 
duces fuel consumption by up to 0.7 litres 
per 100 kilometres. 


The new Audi A7 Sportback will ini¬ 
tially launch with the 3.0 V6 TFSI petrol 
engine. The super-refined V6 turbo pro¬ 
duces 340PS and 500 Nm (368.81b-ft), pro¬ 
pelling the elegant five-door coupe from 0 
to 62mph in 5.3 seconds and on to a top 
speed of 155mph. In the NEDC, the entry 
version of the Audi A7 55 TFSI returns up 
to 41.5mpg, corresponding to C02 emis¬ 
sions of 154 grams. The 3.0 TFSI is paired 
with a seven-speed S tronic twin-clutch 
transmission, and its output is profi¬ 


ciently managed by the latest iteration of 
the quattro drivetrain using the efficient 
ultra technology that activates rear- 
wheel drive as needed. Additional six- 
and four-cylinder engines, both petrol 
and diesel, will follow shortly after the 
start of production. 

Produced at the Neckarsulm site in Ger¬ 
many, the new Audi A7 Sportback will be 
available to order in the UK from early 2018, 
with pricing for the first phase of models 
starting from approximately £56,000 OTR.
